TO SAVE RUMANIA 


Ferdinand Fears Fate of Bel­ 


gium or Serbia. 


London, Oct. 14.—The Times pub­ 
lishes au interview given to its cur- 
respondents with the Rumanian a r­ 
my by the king of Rumania in which 
the monarch appeals to the allies not 
to permit his country to hurter the 
fate of Serbia ami Belgium.
